Washington, Jane 16.—The senate 


uad« a gr*at Mrlde forward by com- 
pleting tm* cMMid.ration 0t tke sugar 
schedule of the tartf bill, except tha 
provlBkm relating to Hawaii, which 
went over. 


This schedule has been the item 


center of tie entire Mil. «nd iwth it 
disposed of there,is a better proipect 
fer speedy action oa the bill, M a 
whole. The ftnt paragraph of 
the 


sugar schedule has served to bring ont 
all the epeeckes aid tk« test votes, ani 
when this was passed tha other para- 
graphs of the schedule were agreed to 
without further opposition. 


As agreed to, the schedule places on 


sugar -not above 16 Dutch standard 1 
cent per pound and .03 of a cent for 
every degree above 75; and on sugars 
above No. 16 Dutch standard l.K cents 
per pound, but on sugars testing below 
87 degrees l-\9 cents per pound shall 
be deducted. The other provisions ot 
the schedule relate to maple sugar, 
maple syrup, candy, etc. 


Only one yea and a*y vote wae talc- 


en during the day, on the amendment 
of Mr. Lindsay (Ky.) t« make the rate 
1.8 cents per pouad on sugar .above 
No. 16 Dutch •tandard. The amend- 
ment relating to trusts was then taken 
up aid discussed at length. It devel- 
oped ooMtdevable divergence of views 
on both sides of the chaMber, the two 
Alabama senators, Messrs. Morgan and 
Pettus, Joining Mr. Hoar (Maw.) in o»- 
posttton. 


Mr. Allison finally tested the sense

Washington they visited President Mc- 
Kinley and petitioned him not .to sign 
the Indian appropriation bill. 


The president tola them he hoped 


they would have success iu their re- 
•pective businesses and eaid the Indian 
Territory would some day make a pros- 
perous state. He did not answer their 
memorial asking him not to sign the 
bill. The full bloods did not propose 
to undergo the change of government 
wMkoyt causing some 
disturbance,

wait to treat with the Dawes commis- 
sion and sustain the clause* in the In- 
diaa approa»ia*loB bill affecting tribal 
government, when Jan. 1, 1898 comes 
round aad .the full bloods see their gov- 
ernment -taken away from them may 
prove dangerous customers.

It was upon their cabled 
advices that Chief Hazen recently 
caused the arrest in this city of Senor 
Ricardo de Requessus, a political exile 
from Costa Rica and Eudine Reine- 
man, a widow, whose home is in Pitts- 
burg, bat who lived here for a time. 


Tke sofa received was rfpped open 


and found to contain n*»r notes of the 
Bank of Costa' Rica— fifties aad one 
hundreds. The detectivee' took charce 
ot it and secured eight witnesses whose 
testimony they considered necessary 
to secure the extradition of De Riquez- 
us and Mrs. Reineman to Costa Rica.

McLain, fer 
troops to assist him in defending said 
jail or protecting said prisoner. And 
I do not find from the testimomy so 
taken by me any failure on the p 
of Sheriff Lewis H. MCLairt to use all 
means at his hands for the protection 
Of said jail or said prisoner.

Ganson directea the police force of

Tlrrtll'8 last March and slept 
at the bouse where tbe shooting oc- 
curred; was at tbe bouse on tbe night 
of the 22d. She said Stroger «od bis 
wife occupied the front room and 
tbat Bentley and his wife slept In 
the north room and tbat she occupied 
tbe south room. Mr. Talbot also oc- 
cupied that room. There were two 
beds In the south room. She said 
that she drank a glass and a half of 
beer on the night of the 22d; was not 
drunk but was feeling good. Ben 
Simons came home about 6 o'clock 
and got his supper and went up town. 
He came back again and asked wit- 
ness if she were drunk. Simons asked 
her where she got the beer. Bentley 
told Simons tbat be gave Delia tbe 
beer, and said be would give her 
more if she wanted it. Simons said, 
"That's all rlgbt: I don't want no 
fuss with you, but you wouldn't want 
me to give Laura (Bentley's wife) 
beer." 
Bentley said, "You're 


right; you won't have no fuss here: if 
yon fuss you'll go outside." Ben said, 
"I pay rent here." According to the 
witness' story the quarrel continued 
thus for some time and finally Bent- 
ley arona from tba table at, which he 
had been sitting. She was told that 
Bentley bad a razor in his hand. She 
was in the room but did cot see any 
razor. She saw Bentley put his band 
to Ms bip pocket. SisiOQs said, "A!i 
right; yoa've got the best of me now, 
and took bis guitar and went up 
town.

rculd Qistrai-t his attention or interrupt 
bim. Sciue;iuit*3, 'tvheii bis tent \vus 
filled with officers talking smd laughing 
at tbe top of their voiws, he would 
tana to bis table and write the most 
imjxirtaat 
coGuauuicaiious. 
There 


would then be au immediate '"Hu-ih!" 
and abundant excuses offered by the 
company, but he always insisted npcj; 
the conversation going on, and after 
awhile hia officer* came to understand 
bis wishes in this respect, to learn that 
noise was apparently a stimulus rather 
than a check to bis flow of ideas, and 
to realize that nothing short of a gen- 
eral attack along the whole line could 
divert bis thoughts from the subject 
upon which his mind was concentrated. 


In writing bis style was vigorous and 


terse, with little cf ornament. Its most 
conspicuous characteristic was perspi- 
cuity. General Meade's chief of staff 
once said, ' 'There is one striking feature 
about Grant's orders — no matter how 
hurriedly be may write them on tbe 
field, no one ever has the slightest 
doubt as to their meaning or ever ba* 
to read them over a second time to un- 
derstand them. " Tbe general used An- 
glo-Saxon words much more frequently 
than those derived from the Greek and 
Latin tongues. He had studied French 
at West Point and picked up some 
knowledge of Spanish during the Mexi- 
can war, but he could not hold a con- 
versation in either language, and rarely 
employed a foreign word in any of bis 
writings. His adjectives were few and 
well chosen. No document which ever 
came from his hands was in the least 
degree pretentious. He never laid claim 
to any knowledge he did not possess and 
seemed to feel, withAddison, that "ped- 
antry in learning is like hypocrisy in 
religion — a form of knowledge without 
the power of it." 


He rarely indulged in metaphor, but 


when he did employ a figure of speech 
it was always expressive and graphic, 
as when he spoke of the commander at 
Bermuda Hundred being "iu a buiiie 
strongly corked" or referred to our ar- 
mies at one time as moving "like horses 
in a balky team, no two ever pulling 
together. " His style inclined to the epi- 
grammatic without his being aware of 
it There was scarcely a document writ- 
ten by him from which brief sentences 
could not be selected fit to be set ia 
mottos or placed upon transparencies. 
As examples may be mentioned: "I 
propose to move immediately upon your 
works," "I shall take no backward 
steps," tbe famous "I propose to fight 
it out on tbis line if it takes all sum- 
mer," and, later in his career, "Let us 
have peace," "Tbe best means of secur- 
ing tbe repeal of an obnoxious law is its 
vigorous enforcement, " "I shall have 
no policy to enforce against the will^of 
tbo people" and "Let no guilty man 
escape."

"It is said that provision for a library 


for the White House was first made dur- 
ing Sir. Fillmore's term. .Neat cases are 
arranged about the room, aud most of 
them are filled with books—old editions 
of historical and classical works. There 
is no catalogue, aud the library has not 
been kept up. 


"President Adams introduced bill- 


iards into the White House, purchasing 
the first table, balls aud cues at a coat 
of $61, paying for them out of bis own 
pocket. 
President Van Bnren was 


charged by a political adversary and 
scathing critic as being the first of our 
presidents to discover that the pleasures 
of the warm or tepid bath are the proper 
accompaniments of a palace life. For it 
appears that our former presidents were 
content with the application, when nec- 
essary, of the simple shower bath. Mr.

actress a child dfittiucd to grapple- \viih 
tho poll's highest thought uiiu interpret 
it with a vividm-ds ibiir to tbis duy 
(lands unrivuk-d. Coleridyo's terse com- 
ment, that to stt- him act \vas reading 
£huktuspeurc by liguuiiug. reveals him 
with the fullness 01 y viuuiiu*. Edmund 
Keau, along with uicst jitople early 
Trained to an art, bad little, if any, ed- 
ucutiou of the schools. He was wht^j a 
boy provided with instruction by some 
benevolent people whom bis smartness 
and beauty attracted, but be rebelled 
against tin- tasks of study and went to 
sea. But life there was too rough for bis 
fine nature. He returned to England, 
and at the aga of 7 began the study of 
Shakespeare's characters with his un- 
cle Moses. This he continued with an 
actress named Tidswell, who taught 
him besides, as well as she knew, the 
principles of her art 


At that early age be had the credit of 


originality EG surprising as even then 
to challenge the supremacy of Philip 
Kemble. At 14 he played Hamlet. 
King George had him recite at Windsor 
castle, and it is said this incident led 
some gentlemen to send him to Eton, 
but there is no record of it. A* 20 he 
was in a provincial troop, a member 
of which he married, and for six years 
thereafter, until his glorious nigiit at 
Drnry Lane, his life was one of hard- 
ship, struggle, obscurity, but, thanks to 
the faith in himself, not hopeless. His 
London debut was made at 38. He had 
fought for it hard and long and would 
then have missed it but for the falling 
reputation of the theater. London de- 
buts in first roles are noc easy for pro- 
vincial actors, and none knows better 
how hard they are to get than Henry 
Irving. Keau seems to have been at his 
full splendor, and made a bit. After that 
his habits were altogether prejudicial 
1o the refinement of taste or the acqui- 
sition of knowledge. — St. Louis Glot»- 
Democrat.

Modesty, us has often been said, may 


almost be considered a matter of time 
and place. In the time of George HI of 
England, though the drapery wag of the 
scantiest, it was not considered delicate 
or refined to uncover the forehead. Some 
young ladies who bad been abroad were 
considered bold looking because they 
wore their hair Madonna fashion. La- 
dies not in la premiere jeunesse very 
generally wore wigs. Tho princesses 
bad their beads shaved and wore wigs 
ready dressed and decorated for tlie 
evening to save time for the tcilet. 
Widows almost always shaved their 
heads. Lady Murray says her mother's 
beautiful hair was cut off for her deep 
mourning, and she never wore anything 
but a wig in after years. 


At Windsor castle in those days 


luncheon was not, as it is now, a gen- 
eral meal. Each lady bad a chicken, a 
plate of fruit and a bottle of king's cup 
(the peel of a lemon put to soak tor 
some hours in cold water and then 
sweetened with sugar) brought to ber 
room every day. Those were tlie days 
for servants' perquisites. On all tbe 
highest saints' days a tinsel cross of 
divers colors was placed ou the tables 
of the ladies or sent to their residences, 
and a guinea was understood to be duo 
in return. A bottle of wine every two 
days and unnecessary wax candles were 
the perquisites of the ladies' maids. 


Candles were extinguished as soon «s 


lit, to be carried off by servant*. Pages 
were seen marching out beforo theroyn! 
family with a bottle of wine sticking 
out of each pocket, and the state page 
called regularly upon each person who 
attended tbo drawing rooms, with his 
book, to receive tbe accustomed gra- 
tuity. The ladies in •vc»!t!»g t.'wi verc 
the Windsor uniform, which is at pres- 
ent confined to the gentlemen attend* 
ants. It was u blue cloth habit, uo7 
long, us worn for riding, but tho length 
of a gown, with buttons having a star 
surrounded with the motto, "Honi soit 
qui nial y pcnse" and :i scarlet collar.— 
New York Herald.

S»y« Simon* Did Xot Shoot at Ii«r 


and That St. Bid Not Jump 


Through Uit> Window. 


The trial of Ben Simons, the de- 


fendant in the Bentley murder case, 
was resumed before judge Richie in 
common pleas court at 8 o'clock this 
morning, and Dan McHugh wu the 
first witness called. Mr. McHugh 
stated that he visited the house in 


rhlen William Bentley was killed, in 
company with prosecuting attorney 
Bidenour. Delia Jones and Bartley 
Stroger were present. The rocking 
chair waa placed &s it was alleged to 
haye been occupied by Bentley on 
the morning of the murder. Saw 
Stroger sit in chair In position that 
Bentley had sac. Witness defined 
location of bullet mark in the win- 
dow casing and stated that Delia 
Jonea stood at the place and her head 
was about four or five inches below 
the bullet mark. 


6KHOEANT WATTi. 


John B. Watts, sergeant of police, 


was called and stated that he knew 
the defendant. Saw him at police 
station after the murder. 
Delia 


Jones waa also at police station, and 
was in the women's department. 
Witness heard Simons ask Delia Joaes 
how Bentley wu; she replied, "be is 
dead." Simons said: "Ob, Jesus; I'm 
in for it." Delia Jones told Siiaons 
she would do all she could for him. 


DR. HOVEB. 


Dr. W. £. Hover, who assisted 


coroner Staeber in the post mortem 
sxamination held over the remains of 
the murdered man, wu called. He 
stated that Drs. Tall, Hiner and him- 
self assisted tho coroner and found 
iwo bullet wounds in Bentley's body. 
He testified to the finding of the 
Juliets and defined the course the 
Juliet* took before their force had 
aeen spent. The ballet that entered 
;be left shoulder and passed down 
through tbe left lung, the doctor 
thought, caused » wound sufficient to 
result in death,, but not Instantly. 
The other bullet, which pused 
through the chest and lodged in the 
muscular tissues of the back, evident- 
ly entered the body at an Instant 
when the victim.- had exhaled his 
breath, because the bullet perforated 
the diaphragm in two places, which 
proved that the diaphragm was raised 
at the time. 


Upon cross-examination Dr. Hover 
stated that the ballet last mentioned 
also penetrated the right ventricle 
of 
tbe 
heart, 
wbiefa, 
in his 


opinion, wu a 
sufficient wound 


to 
produce 
almost 
instant 
death. 
He stated that Bentley's 
death resulted from Internal hemor- 
rhage, produced by the wound in tbe 
right ventricle. With reference to 
the lungs being empty and the dia- 
phragm raised he stated that such a 
condition wu possible when a man 
wu in an ordinary stood. Persons 
would not necessarily be excited to 
produce such condition of the lungs 
and diaphragm. 


GAra. F. at. BELI. 


stated that he had a conversation 
with Simons at tbe police station.
